SIZE OF PLANTS. All varieties are available as strong, well- 
established plants with heavy root systems, grown in 2¥%4- 
inch pots without artificial heat which produces moderately 
hard tops so plants will ship well. The height of plants 
varies with varieties but all zonal geraniums are of sufficient 
size and age to be flowering. Plants are in bud or bloom 
when shipped. Each plant is labeled with the variety name. 
Larger plants available at Gardens. 


EFFECTS OF SHIPPING. Plants in transit three days or less 
show little or no effects of shipping. Plants in transit five 
or six days may show some yellowing of lower leaves, 
especially in hot weather. It is normal for the plants to 
seem to get worse for a few days after they are unpacked. 
This sort of damage is not serious. Usually, plants leaf out 
quickly and are bushier than otherwise. 


Plants are especially selected for shipping, and are care- 
fully packed with the soil, in which they were grown, left 
on their roots. We have no control over plants after they 
are shipped and can accept no responsibility for damage 
or loss in transit or after delivery. 


Shipments are made the year around via Parcel Post, Special 
Handling on all orders of $3.00 or more. 


TERMS. All sales are cash. No C.O.D. orders accepted. 
Prices do not include postage. Larger plants are shipped 
via Railway Express or Truck Lines.

(Cultural Notes 


IN THE GARDEN. Geraniums will thrive out-of-doors in any 
reasonably well-drained garden soil. The soil need not. be 
rich as rich soil tends to encourage leaf growth at the ex- 
pense of blossoms. Geraniums are sun-loving and will thrive 
in full sun, however, in climates where the summer sun is 
intense, the flowers will be larger and finer if they have 
shade during the middle of the day, but be sure they have 
some sun, otherwise, they will not flower. Geraniums will 
stand a little frost, but will be damaged or killed if exposed 
to temperatures below 28 degrees F. 


Plants should be set a little deeper in the soil than they 
were in their pots, but not so deep as to cover any of the 
leaf stalks. Soil should be pressed firmly around the root 
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ball. The first watering must be heavy enough to soak all 
of the soil, both new and old. It will be necessary to water 
frequently until new roots have grown out into the sur- 
rounding soil. 


POT PLANTS. Geraniums in pots do best if the pots are 
small for the size of the plants. Geraniums will stay smaller 
and flower much more freely if kept potbound, however, 
they will grow into fairly large plants if they have root 
room. A 4-inch pot is large enough for indoor plants. Never 
put a small plant in a large pot, but change sizes by stages 
as the plant grows. 


POTTING SOIL. Potting soil for geraniums should be of a 
texture to give good drainage and aeration, but of sufficient 
body to allow firm potting. Soil should be slightly alkaline, 
about pH 6.5 to 7.5. Most potting soils fall in this range. 
Mixtures such as 2-parts good garden soil, l-part coarse 
sand, and l-part leaf mold are good. One tablespoon 
of bone meal to a 4-inch pot, well mixed with soil, is very 
good and no other fertilizer is needed. Soil should be 
slightly moist when potting. 


WATERING. Potted geraniums usually cannot be watered 
on a fixed schedule. They should be watered only when 
water is needed. Geraniums use lots of water when grow- 
ing well under favorable conditions. They should be watered 
thoroughly and then allowed to become moderately dry 
before watering again. Young plants can be easily damaged 
by the lack of water as well as by over-watering. 


WINTER FLOWERS INDOORS. Geraniums have no natural 
dormant period and will flower the year round if suitable 
conditions are provided. The dry air of heated homes, so 
hard on many kinds of plants, is good for geraniums. They 
like good ventilation but do not prefer continuous high 
temperatures. Geraniums need lots of light and thrive best, 
during the winter-time, when placed in windows with a 
southern exposure, close to the glass, but not touching the 
glass. 


REMEMBER! Geraniums in pots flower best when pot- 
bound, and no flower gives more color and beauty than 
geraniums.
